THINKS WELL OF THIS CITY 


Marsh Held Times Man Has Some 


G<HM! Words to Say of 


Grand RupUls. 


Marshfleld Times;—Grand Rapids 


is a city of attractive scenes, fine 
homes, a few substantial industries; 
inhabited by a bunch of boosters and 
a number of other nice.people, and we 
can safely predict that it will continue 
to give Marshfleld people something 
to talk about. 


Last Sunday the writer had the- 


pleasure of driving to 
the 
Rapids, 


pasing through considerable country 
on the way there and back. 
On 


the route going down much sod was 
found on the roadsj, making auto 
travel rough and jolty, but this was 
nothing to the return trip, in 
the 


course of which the machine traversed 
new roads in a new country that was 
not supposed even to exist. 
There 


still is plenty of land left just for set- 
tlement in this county just as there is 
up north. And it seems as if the ef- 
fort to fix the roads In many cases 
only serves to make them a little 
rougher 


However, that is not making you 


see Grand Rapids, which was the thing 
we started to speak of. The county- 
seat is spread over a wide territory on 
both sides of the Wisconsin river, but 
the high banks of the river keep it 
from looking sprawled out. It has 
miles and miles of streets, no two of 
them parallel or at least it seems so 
to the stranger. And though it seems 
a hopeless task to pave so many milos 
of roadway the city is after doing it, 
little by little. The sandy soil makes 
a good foundation, and In the center 
of the city bnok pavements are now 
going down. There are very few mud 
holes in any part of the city. Numer- 
ous brick buildings, with some of 
white stone including the two banks, 
give the business section an air of 
prosperity quite familiar to one who 
lives in good old Marshfleld. A good 
bridge spans the river, the view from 
which is particularly fine on Sundays 
when the mills are shut down and all 
the water is pouring over the top of 
the big Consolidated dam. 


At the south end of the big dam, is 


an improvement which will be appre- 
ciated by young and old next .summer, 
a big concrete swimming pool, paid 
for by the business men of the city in 
order that the boys and girls might 
earn to swim,—for the Wisconsin 
takes toll every year at this point as 
everywhere else along its course. The 
pool is on the edge of the river, with 
a sloping door, and takes water from 
the clam, it can be emptied in a lit- 
tle over a minute, in case of accident. 


The homes of our county seat's "mil- 


lionaire rich" arc surprisingly fine. 
Mansions great and small testify to 
the prosperity of the upper class and 
add beauty to the landscape. 
Such 


homes are an asset to the community, 
no matter whether our point of view 
is from the inside looking out or from 
the outside looking in. 


The river front is thoroughly at- 


tractive, with scarcely a shack along 
its entire length for several miles with 
the exception of the rear of the best 


usiness block in town, which still 


needs some cleaning up. The river 
road, winding with the trolley to Port 
Kdwards and ffekoosa. offers one of 
the finest drives in the state as far as 
scenery is concerned. 
Near Nekoosa 


is the dancing pavilion owned by the 
street railroad company /and 
aftej- 


which, to some extent, the Marshfleld 
Eagles have modeled their atlractive 
building 


One of the prettiest parts of the city 


is the elevation on which are located 
the High school, the Witter manual 
training building atachod to it, and 
the Wood County Normal school 


If the reader finds any compari- 


sons in the brief sketch, he is rt>f|u< st- 
ed to remember that no unfavorable 
ones have been intended either way. 
Marshficld could use the river,and a 
few paved streets, while Grand Rap- 
ids would be thankful, no doubt, for 
a chunk of. surrounding cheese coun- 
try such as that of which Marshfleld 
has good reason to be proud.

COENTY- IH PROSPEROUS. 


Farmers Are AH arvestlitg Crops That 


Are First Cl»»s. 


Could Wood county and Wiscon- 


sin in general be favorel with a sea- 
son each year like the one we have 
Just passed thru, there would be no- 
thing to this farming business except- 
banking the money in the fall. With 
an abundance of rain, generally just 
about when it was needed, and good 
growing weather during the entire 
summer, there was no reason why 
good crops should not be produced, 
and they pretty generally were. 


A trip thru the agricultural section 


this fall is a revalalion to a man from 
the southern part of the stale or from 
Illinois, in which sections they gener- 
ally look on this part of the country 
as being a wilderness, of little value 
as a farming country, and consequent- 
ly a mighty poor country. 


There is no question but what the 


ttrst of the settlers in central and 
northern Wisconsin who tried to make 
a living out of agricultural pursuits 
were pushed to their utmost to make 
both ends meet, and in many instances 
they were not successful giving up the 
struggle in disgust and leaving the 
country either for the city or a part 
of the country where less science wns 
needed to make n success of the ven- 
ture. 


But another generation has grown 


up, ,a generation that has profited by 
the failures of those who wenl before 
them; a generation that believes more 
in education lhan dirt their fathers. 
It is only a few years since almost any 
farmer was likely to smile in a sar- 
;astic manner when a farmers' insti- 
tute was mentioned to him. Now they 
travel hundreds of miles tn get a few 
weeks instiuction on the same sub- 
jects that they formerly Bought they 
knew all about. 
And they not only 


get the1 instruction, but they make 
use of it in their everyday work. 


jWtnost every farmer understands 


nowadays that a cow that does not 
produce a certain amount of butter flit 
is a losing proposition for-him, and be 
looks forward to Ihe day when all h',s 
callle will be the kind that are money 
makers. 
He may not have learned 


this fact at a university, hut it bus 
been conveyed to him in some manner 
ind he knows it In be true. He may 
not have a silo, bul if he is much of 
a farmer he Is looking forward to the 
day when be can have one, fnr he 
knows thai silos are a good thing for 
the farmer, especially the dairy farm- 
er, and all farmers should be dairy 
farmers in this country. 
There arc 


many other things lhat he knows thai 
are assisting him in his everyday strug- 
gle fnr existence, things lhat were nnt 
thought ol when his father was n 
voung man, and A\hile he may not 
have learned them at a school thev 
could have been learned there in a 
much shorter time than it took )u 
pick them up from experience or tn 
ic convinced by hearsay. 


There is no qiu'stinn bul what there 


ire sections of the country where liv- 
ing in the agricultural line can be 
tnadc more easily than it can in Wis- 
consin, bill then as a genera) thing it 
is n different kind of a livng from 
what is made iu this country, and 
very few people who have lived in a 
northern country are satisfied to put 
up with the slipshod methods that are 
ircvalenl in warmer countries where 
:be livnu comes so easy. 


Some-body has said "H is the over- 


coat man who does Hie things in this 
ivnrhl," and there is no dnnbt but 
what there is a whole lot of tiulh in 
the assertion. 


It is the hardships that a man over- 


comes that always appeal In him in 
iifler life, and mil the times that he 
managed to exist for a while with lit- 
Ic or hn effort. 
Anybndy can make 


success of n thing lhat takes no 


effort; success it there without mak- 
ng it, and it ceases to be a .success, 
hut merely a condition of affairs over 
which man has nn conlrnl. 


So Ihe farmers nf Wisconsin whn 


have mastered the 
wilderness 
and 


brought onlcr out of chaos have some- 
thing lo look bnck lo with pride, for 
they have succeeded where nthoi s 
have failed and each succeeding year 
as it rolls arounil will make things 
surer and easier. 


Wisconsin farmers have their off 


years; times when the weather condi- 
tions arc such thsif there is hut lit- 
tle return fnr the labnr expended, 
but in Ibis respect farming is nn diff- 
erent from any nlber trade nr voca- 
tion. We all have them, and it is the 
shadows in life Hint bring out the high 
lights. 
It si'cm.s, however, a« if the 


farming business were becoming less 
of a gamble each year, and while there 
will be failures in the future the same 
as in the past, it will be more the 
fault of Ihe indivdual than here to- 
fore, and more the exception than the 
rule.

The sandy soil makes 
a good foundation, and in the center 
cff the city brick pavements are now 
going down. There are very few mud 
holes in any part of the city. Numer- 
ous brick. buildings, with some of 
white stone including the two banks, 
give, the business section an air of 
prosperity quite familiar to one who 
lives in good old/Marshfield. A good 
bridge spans the river, the view from 
which is-particularly fine on Sundays 
when the mills are shut down and all 
the water is pouring over the top of 
the big Consolidated dam. 


At the south end of the big dam, is 


an improvement which will be appre- 
ciated by young- and old next summer, 
a big- concrete swimming pool, paid 
for by the business men of the city in 
order that the boys and girls might 
learn to swim,—for the Wisconsin 
takes toll every year at this jioint as 
everywhere else along its course. The 
pool ,is on the edge of the river, with 
a sloping floor, and takes water from 
the dam. It can be emptied in a lit- 
tle over a minute, in case of accident. 


The homes of our county seat's "mil- 


lionaire, rich" are surprisingly fine. 
Mansions great and small testify to 
the prosperity of the upper class and 
add beauty to the landscajje. 
Such 


homes are an-asset to the community, 
no matter whether our point of view 
is froin the inside looking out or from 
the outside looking in. 


The river front is thoroughly at- 


tractive, with scarcely a shack along 
its entire length for several miles with 
the exception of the par of the best 
business block in town,, which still 
needs some cleaning up.' The river 
road, winding with the trolley to Port 
Kdwards and Nekoosa, offers one of 
the finest drives in the state as far as 
scenery is concerned. 
Near Nekoosa 


is -the dancing pavilion owned by the 
street railroad company (and afte)r 
which, to some extent, the Marshfield

One of the prettiest parts of the city 


is the elevation on which are located 
the High school, the Witter manual

A trip thru the agricultural, section 


this fall is a revalation to a man from 
the southern part of the state or from 
Illinois, in which sections they, gener- 
ally look on this part of the country 
as being a wilderness, of little value 
,as a farming country, and consequent- 
ly a mighty poor country. 


There is no question but what the 


first of- the settlers in central and 
northern Wisconsin who tried to make 
a living out of agricultural pursuits 
were pushed to their utmost to make 
both ends meet, and in many instances 
they were not successful giving up the 
struggle in disgust and leaving the 
country either for the city or a part 
of the country where less science wa* 
needed to make a .success of the ven- 
ture.

new Income, tax law. 


So-far as the taxable American is 


concerned, thVincome.tax law is now 
practically In force against him While 
the tariff law in whjch tho law is em- 
bodied will not bo signed until next 
week, the first returns (do not have'to 
be mado to the'internal revenue col- 
lectors before March i, 1914, But when 
the returns' are made they will cov- 
/;r the Income of citizens from March 
1, 1913, to December 31, and the first 
payment of tax will be for money re- 
ceived during this'period. . 


Every single:person (citizen or for- 


eign resident) whose annual -Income, 
exceeds $3,00"0, and every married per- 
son with an income above $4,000, Is 
expected to report his or her re- 
ceipts In detail \to the. government 
agents March 1 of each year. 


To Produce $82,000,000. 


The estimate .completed 
indicates 


that the income.tax'will-produce $82,- 
298,000 from the 425,000 persons taxed. 
To this will bo added the $35,000,000 
or more produced by the present cor- 
poration tax, which Is continued as 
part of tho law. 


President Wilson,, the federal judges 


of tho'Supreme court now holding of- 
fice and employes "of a state or any 
political subdivision- thereof," are the 
only persona

Methods of Collecting Tax. 


Two primary methods of collecting 


the tax aro contained In tho law. Quo 
is that tho individual return made by- 
tho citizen; the other the returns by' 
corporations and other employers who 
pay 
their 
employes' 'taxes '"at the 


source," Under the law as it will be 
signed by President Wilson next week, 
every large company employing labor 
will be compelled to report any regu- 
lar salaries it pays in excess of• the' 
$3,000 figures, and will pay the taxes 
for Its employes, and deduct the tax 
from their pay envelopes. 


This "payment at the"-source" will 


apply to salaries, rents, Interests, roy- 
alties, partnership profits and some 
other sources oMncome, and persons 
receiving such incomes must be pre- 
pared to show that tho money has 
paid its tax at its source.

man,

BIG, DIKE IS TO B£ REMOVED 


This Will Mark the Practical Comple- 


tion of the Big Waterway After 


Nine Years of Labor by an 


Army of Men.

The preliminary steps toward the 


destruction.of tho Gamboa dike, which 
until the present time, has held the 
waters, of Gatun. lake out of the Cu- 
ebra cut,'were-, taken today when the 
valves in four 
great 26-inch 
pipes 


which pierce the dike were opened 
and the waters-of '-the .lake . began 
(lowing into the Culebra cut, 
Within 


a few days, it is expected, enough wa- 
ter, will have' flowed into the cut to 
form a cushion and prevent the dam- 
age that might be done if the dike 
were blovm up and the. waters allowed 
to rush into the empty cut 


The final destruction of the big dike, 


is scheduled .for October 
10,, when 


charges of dynamite placed in holes 
already drilled in the dike will be ex- 
ploded.' 
Tho 
explosion: of 
these 


charges will not completely destroy 
the dike, but will weaken It and- loos- 
en the dirt so. that the force of the 
waters from Gatuan lake will carry it 
away, Steam :shovels will remove the 
remnants of the dike, leaving an open 
passageway from ocean to ocean.. 


Canal Really Complete Now. 


Although the ca'ual will not be ofil-1 


dally declared completed foiS, some 
time, and the formal opening of the 
waterway to the 
commerce of the 


world more than a year "distant, the 
canal engineers Jook upon 
the de- 


struction of the Gamboa dike as mark- 
ing the'real completion of the canal. 
The big- engineering feats have all 
been 
accomplished, : the 
excavation 


work practically has been completed, 
and the great locks-have been1 con- 
structed. 
The work that remains to 


be done is largely detail, and is but 
chil'd's- play as 
compared with that 


which has been done. More flirt 
is" 


to' be removed from the channel, but 
this will be done with suction dredges 
floating..upon the waters of the canal. 
There still 
remain 
some finishing 


touches to be placed upon the- locks, 
but this work will take comparatively 
little time.-and 'presents'no engineer- 
ing difficulties such as have been en- 
countered in the past. 


The fact that the canal stands prac- 


tically complete more than a year be- 
fore the. time originally set as: the 
date for its completion, is One of the 
remarkable features 
of 
the 
work. 


When Count de Lesseps, tho great 
French engineer, abandoned his ef- 
forts to buiid the Panama canal af;ter 
eight years of labor, he had scarcely 
made'a beginning upon the gigantic 
task. In nine-years, the American en,- 
gineers,' 'starting almost at the same 
point as de Lesseps, for the latter's 
work was of little value to the Amer- 
icans, have virtually completed 
the 


undertaking. 
When 
the 
work was 


started the world scoffed at the idea 
that it would be completed within the 
time limit set, but hats are'now off 
to the American army engineers who 
have more than kept their word, de- 
spite unforseen difficulties that _have 
beset them at every hand.\ 


Goethals to Make Final Test.

in view, it is said, as no emergency 
has existed, but this assurance is an 
indication of the belief of the engi- 
neers that their work is now practi- 
cally finished. 


Culebra Cut Caused Trouble. 


The excavation of the Culebra cut, 


into which the-water has just been 
turned, has, been.onc of the engineer- 
ing feats connected with the building 
of the canal, and has caused the en- 
gineers more trouble than' any oth- 
er portion of 
the big "ditch." 
To 


Col. 
D. D. Gaillard, the engineer of 


the central division, .is . given 
the 


credit for carrying this portion of the 
work through to a successful termina- 
tion. 


The disastrous slides 
in .the cut 


were discouraging to the engineers, 
nullifying in a few hours the work of 
many weeks, but Col. Gaillard and his 
assistants have/kept 
untiringly 
at 


their work, and at last have conquer- 
ed the treacherous banks of the deep 
cut. 
The engineers believe that the 


danger of slides will be \ eliminated 
'now" that, the' water has been turned 
into the cut. 
/ 


"A little more than a month ago the 


giant steam shovels finished 
their 


work in the Culebra cut. 
Since that 


time the workmen have be"en busy 
removing the 
shovels, the 
railroad 


tracks and other machinery ,-used in 
the excavation work. 
There is still 


some dirt to be removed front the cut 
before the channel is finished, but 
this work will be done 
by 
suction 


dredges floating on the waters of the 
canal, and will not Interfere with nav- 
igation of the waterway by such boats 
as may be allowed to pass through. 


Immense Artificial Lake Created. 
Gatun lake, the waters of which are 


now flowing into the Culebra cut, is 
ithe pivotal point about which the en- 
tire canal system revolves, and the 
creation of this lake, together with the 
construction of 
Gatun dam, consti- 


tuted another great engineering feat 
in the construction of the canal. Gat- 
un lake is an artificial body of water 
covering about 164 square miles of 
territory and was 
created 
by 
the 


building of tne immense Gatun dam 
and the'impounding of-the wild wa- 
ters of Chagres river. 
Beneath -the 


waters of Gatun lake lies what a few 
months ago was the valley of 
the 


Chagres, dotted with native 
villages 


and plantations. The channel of the 
canal.-pa'sses through this lake for a 
distance of 2-1 miles with a width vary- 
ing from F.OO to 1,000 feet. 


At the northern, end of tho lake 


.is the Gatun dam, which is in reality 
an- 'artificial ridge more than a mile 
and a half Jong. Figures alone give 
an adequate idea of the magnitude of 
this d-:m'.- Nearly half a mile wide at 
its base, about 400 feet wide at the 
.-water surface, and 100 feet wide at 
the top, the. dike which 
many 
en- 


gineers predicted would never with- 
stand the rush of the Chagres' wa- 
ters, Is admitted now to be so strong 
that nothing short of an earthquake 
such as has never been known in the 
Central American region 
can 
harm 


it. The Gatun dam, Gatun lake and 
-the 
Gulebra" cut, so gigantic are the 


proportions of each, dwarf the other 
engineering works of'the canal that 
in themselves have challenged the ad- 
miration of the world. 


World Gives Goethals Credit.

Democratic conferees, 


The measure, of course, has both its 


friends and enemies. 
According to 


the administration,

carries out 


Jour of the party promises. Tariff re- 
form, reduction in the high cost of 
living, campaign against the trusts, in 
that duties have been taken off of 
many trust made article, and the in- 
como tax. 


The measure, consequently, has a 


larger importance than that of a mere 
tariff reform bill, and its effect must 
be widespread, both on business and 
industry, and also in connection with 
politics. 
Democratic leaders are con- 


fident that business will suffer no un- 
toward effect; that consumers will be 
benefited. 


Changes in the Rates.

Estimated That 450,000 Persons Are 


Affected, and That $32,223,000 Will 


Be Raised.

Washington.—According 
to 
esti- 


mates completed by the treasury ex- 
perts, 425,000 American citi'/.ens must 
keep such accurate account of their 
incomes this year that they will be 
able to report to the income tax col- 
lector next spring exactly how much 
they owe,, the government under the 
new income tax law. 


So fur as the taxable American is 


concerned, the income tax law is now 
practically in force against him. While 
the tariff law in which the law is em- 
bodied will not be signed until neit 
week, the first returns ,do not have to 
be made to the internal revenue col- 
lectors before March 1, 1914. But when 
the returns are made they will cov- 
ev the Income of citizens from March 
1, 1913, to December SI, and the first 
payment of tax will be for money re- 
ceived during this period. 


Every single person (citizen or for- 


eign resident) whose annual income 
exceeds $3,000, and every married per- 
son with an income above $4,000, is 
expected to report his or her re- 
ceipts In detail 'to the government 
agents March 1 of each year. 


To Produce $82,000,000. 


The estimate completed 
indicates 


that the income tax will produce $82,- 
298,0110 from the -'.25,009 persons taxed. 
To this will be added the JSa.niio.OOf! 
or more produced by the present cor- 
poration tax, which is continued as 
part of the law. 


President Wilson, the federal judges 


of the Supreme court now holding of- 
fice and employes "of a state or any 
political subdivision thereof," are the 
only persons 
specifically 
exempted 


from t h n tax by the now law. The 
president. unJ judges now in 
oflicfi 


were made exempt to escape any ques- 
tions of i.he constitutionality of the 
law, 
anil their successors in office will 


be compelled to pay the tax. 


First Burden Is on Citizen. 


The general public is expected to 


give close study to the new law in 
the next few months, as the first bur- 
den of the tax payment rests with the 
individual citizen, and his failure to 
report his income is punishable by a 
fine. 
i 


It is admitted that when first re- 


turns are made many taxable persons 
probably will escape payments, but 
with each year the government's lists 
of persons with taxable incomes will 
be made more nearly complete. 


Methods of Collecting Tax. 


Two primary methods of collecting 


the tax arc contained in the law. One 
is that the individual return made by 
the citizen; the other the returns by 
corporations and other employers who 
pay 
their 
employes' taxes "at tho 


source." Under the law as it will be 
signed by President Wilson next week, 
every large company employing labor 
will be compelled to report any regu- 
lar salaries it pays in excess of the 
?3,000 figures, and will pay the taxes 
for its employes and deduct the tax 
from their pay envelopes. 


This "payment at the" source" will 


apply to salaries, rants, interests, roy- 
alties, partnership profits and some 
other sources of income, and persons 
receiving such incomes must be pre- 
pared to show thai the money has 
paid its tax at its source. 


In figuring up his net income for 


tnft taxpayer, the American business 


man, 
after deducting $3,000 for him- 


self, or $4,000, if married, will have 
the right to claim the following addi- 
tional exemptions: 


Necessary expense of carrying on 


business, not including personal, living 
or family expenses. 


Interest paid out of indebtedness. 
National, state, county, school 
or 


municipal taxes paid within the year. 


Trade 
losses, or 
storm 
or 
tire 


losses, not covered by insurance. 


Worthless debts charged off during 


the year. 


A reasonable allowance for the de- 


preciation of property. 


Dividends from companies whose in- 


cdmes have already been taxed. 


Interest from state, municipal 
or 


government bonds. 


Must be Entire "Net Income." 


It it a clear provision of the law. 


however, that the taxable person must 
make a return to the internal revenue 
collector for his entire "net income," 
and exemptions claimed under the law 
inuEt be submitted to the federal offi- 
cers for them to determine upon their 
reasonableness or legality. 


The amount of the income tax, SB 


Unally agreed upon, follows: 


From $3,000 to $20,000, i per cent, 


from $20,000 to $50,000, 2 per cent,

A single man with an income of 


$25,000, for example, would pay 1 per 
cent on $17,000 and 2 per cent on $500, 
a total tax of $270. 
If married, the 


first tax of 1 per cent, would apply to 
only $16,000 of _the income. 


Ready to Answer Questions. 


The treasury department is prepar- 


ing for a flood of questions about the 
new income tax, realizing that this 
featureVof the tariff bill about to be- 
come la\v strikes more intimately at 
the tax paying citizen than do the 
Indirect taxes collected through the 
customs duties. 


Representative Cordell Hull of Ten- 


nessee, who drew the income tax pro- 
vision of the tariff bill which will soon 
become law, made public a detailed 
explanation of the tax plan as It will 
touch the individual "citizen. 


"The treasury regulations soon to 


be prepared will make clear to every 
taxpayer the requirements of the law 
and its application to income derived 
from the various kinds of business," 
Mr. Hull said. "Any person who keeps 
familiar with his business affairs, dur- 
ing the year should have no difficulty 
in executing his tax return. 


How Tax Is Divided. 


"The income tax is divided into two 


phases, the 'normal' tax of one per 
cent, on, the whole 
income 
above 


$3,000, and the additional tax that be- 
gins with an extra one per cent, above 
$20,000 and is graduated to six per 
cent, above $500,000. 
Wherever ttie 


income tax Is paid 'at the source' by a 
corporation for its employes or in simi- 
lar cases, only the one per cent, nor- 
mal tax is so paid. 


"The individual has to pay any a- 


ditional tax himself. The provisions 
of the law requiring the tax to be 
withheld at the source does not take 
effect until November 1, 1913. 


"For the first year the citizen will 


make return to the local internal reve- 
nue collector before .March 1, 19H, 
as to his earnings from March 1, 1913, 
to the end of this year. The collector 
will notify him June 1 how much 
he owes and the tax must be paid 
by June 30. After next, year the tax 
will apply on the full calendar year. 


"If the income of a person is under 


$o,000, or if the tax upon same is 
withheld for payment at the source, 
or if the same is to be paid elsewhere 
in the United States, affidavit may be 
made to such fact and thereupon no 
return will be required. 


Covers Incomes of All Citizens. 
"The tax covers all incomes of citi- 


zens of the United States, whether liv- 
ing here or abroad; those of foreign- 
ers living in the United States, and 
the net incomes from property owned 
or business carried on in the United 
States by persons living abroad, 


"The net income includes all in- 


come from salaries or any compensa- 
tion for personal services; incomes 
from trades, professions, business, or 
commerce; from sale^s or dealings in 
personal property or, real estate; from 
interest, rent, dividends from securi- 
ties; for all business carried on for 
gain. 


"Bequests will not bo considered in- 


come, nor will life insurance paid to 
a beneficiary or returned to the in- 
sured person as a 'paid up' or 'sur- 
rendered policy' be taxable. 
Interest 


on such property will be included as 
income, however. 
. 


"The amount that may be deducted 


from a total income includes the cost 
of carrying on business, actual losses, 
depreciation allowances, and tax ex- 
empt or tax paid money. Living ex- 
penses cannot be deducted, nor can 
money spent for permanent improve- 
ments to property. 


Forms to Be Ready Soon. 


"Tho form that is to be filled out 


by the taxpayer will be drawn up 
soon by the commissioner of internal 
revenue. 
The taxpayer will have to 


give his gross revenue and then speci- 
fy and claim the deductions to which 
he feels entitled. 


"Unless a man's income lax is 'paid 


at the source' he must hunt up a tax 
blank, fill it out, and see that it finds 
its way to the proper federal official 
in his district before March 1, 1914. 


"Firms, corporations, and the like 


having the handling of interest, rents, 
salaries, or other portions of the in- 
come of any citizen are compelled to 
deduct the tax for the individual and 
pay it to the government. 
The indi- 


vidual then will receive 
a 
receipt 


showing lie has paid his tax."

Waters of Gatun Lake Turned 


Into the Culebra Cut. 


BIG DIKE IS TO BE REMOVED 


This Will Mark the Practical Comple- 


tion of the Big Waterway After 


Nine Years of Labor by an 


Army of Men. 


Colon, Panama, Oct. 1.—The Pan- 


ama canal stands tod-ay virtually com- 
plete. 


The preliminary steps toward the 


destruction of the Gamboa dike, which 
until the present time, has held the 
waters of Gatun lake out of the Cu- 
ebra cut, were taken today when the 
valves in four great 26-inch 
pipes 


which pierce the dike were opened 
and the waters of the 
lake 
began 


flowing into the Culebra cut. Within 
a few days, It is expected, enough wa- 
ter- will have flowed into the cut to 
form a cushion and prevent the dam- 
age that might be done if the dike 
were blown up and the. waters allowed 
to rush into the empty cut. 


The final destruction of the big dike 


is scheduled for October 
10, when 


charges of dynamite placed in holes 
already drilled in the dike will be ex- 
ploded. 
Tho 
explosion 
of 
these 


charges will not completely destroy 
the dike, but will weaken it and loos- 
en the dirt so that the force of the 
waters from Gatuan lake will carry it 
away. Steam shovels will remove the 
remnants of the dike, leaving an open 
passageway from ocean to ocean.. 


Canal Really Complete Now. 


Although the canal will not be offi- 


cially declared completed for, some 
time, and the formal opening of the 
waterway to the 
commerce 
of 
the j 


world more than a year distant, the j 
canal engineers look upon 
the 
de- 


struction of the Gamboa dike as mark- 
ing the real completion of the canal. 
The big engineering feats have all 
been 
accomplished, 
the 
excavation 


work practically has been completed, 
and the great locks have been' con- 
structed. 
The work that remains to 


be done is largely detail, and is but 
child's play as 
compared with that 


which has been done. More dirt is" 
to be removed from the channel, but 
this will be done with suction dredges 
floating upon the waters of the canal. 
There still 
remain 
some finishing 


touches to be placed upon the locks, 
but this work will take comparatively 
little time and presents no engineer- 
Ing difficulties such as have been en- 
countered in the past. 


The fact that the canal stands prac- 


tically complete more than a year be- 
.fore the time originally set 
as 
the 


date for its completion is one of the 
remarkable features 
of 
the 
work. 


When Count de Lesseps, 
thu great 


French engineer, abandoned his ef- 
forts (o build the Panama canal after 
eight years of labor, he had scarcely 
made a beginning upon the gigantic 
task. IP. nine years, the American en- 
gineers, starting almost at the same 
point as de I.esseps, for the latter's 
work was of little value to the Amer- 
icans, have virtually completed 
the 


undertaking. 
When 
the 
work was 


started the world scoffed at the idea 
that it would be completed within the 
time limit set. but hats are now off 
to the American army engineers who 
have more than kept their word, de- 
spite unforseen difficulties that have 
beset them at every hand. 


Goethals to Make Final Test.

gineers more trouble than any 
oth- 


er portion of 
the big "ditch." 
To 


Col. 
D. D. Galllard, the engineer of 


the central division, is 
given 
the 


credit for carrying this portion of the j 
work through to a successful termina- l 
tion. 


The disastrous 
slides in the cut 


were discouraging to the engineers, 
nullifying in a few hours the work of 
many weeks, but Col. Gaillard and his 
assistants have kept 
untiringly 
at 


their work, and at last have conquer- 
ed the treacherous banks of the deep 
cut. 
The engineers believe that the 


danger of slides will be 
eliminated 


now that the water has been turned 
into the cut. 


A little more than a month ago the 


giant steam shovels finished 
their 


work in the Culebra cut. Since that 
time the workmen have been busy 
removing the 
shovels, the railroad 


tracks and other machinery used in 
the excavation work. There Is still 
some dirt to be removed from the cut 
before the channel is finished, but 
this work will be done 
by suction 


dredges floating on the waters of th<; 
canal, and will not interfere with nav- 
igation of the waterway by such boats 
as may be allowed to pass through. 


Immense Artificial Lake Created. 
Gatun lake, the waters of which are 


now flowing into the Culebra cut, Is 
the pivotal point about which the en- 
tire canal system revolves, and the 
creation of this lake, together with the 
construction of 
Gatuii dam, consti- 


tuted another great engineering feat 
in the construction of the canal. Gat- 
un lake is an artificial body of water | 
covering about 164 square miles of j 
territory and was 
created 
by 
the 


building of the Immense Gatun dam j 
and the impounding of the wild wa- 
ters of Chagres river. 
Beneath the 


waters of Gatun lake lies what a few 
months ago was the valley of 
the 


Chagres, dotted with native villages 
and plantations. 
The channel of the 


canal passes through this lake for a 
distance of 24 miles with a width vary- 
ing from fiOO to 1,000 feet. 


At the northern 
end of tho lake 


is the Gatuii dam, which is in reality 
an. artificial ridge more than a mile 
and a half long. Figures alone give. 
an adequate idea of the magnitude of 
this d-'-m. Nearly half a mile, wide at 
its base, about. 400 feet wide at the 
water curfacc, and 100 feet wide at 
the top, the dike which 
many 
en- 


gineers predicted would never with- i 
stand the rush of the Chagres' wa- 
ters, is admitted now to be so strong 
that nothing short of an earthquake 
such as has never been known in the 
Central American region 
can 
harm 


it. The Gatun dam, Gatun lake and 
the Culebra cut, so gigantic are the 
proportions of each, dwarf the other 
engineering works of the canal that 
in themselves have challenged the ad- 
miration of the world. 


World Gives Qoethals Credit.

until March 1. When the next fiscal 
year begins. July 1, 1014, all the rates 
of the new law will be in operation 
and the tariff duties collected will be 
smaller. 


The income tax which is collected' 


tor the calendar year can bo collect- 
ed for only ten mouths of the present 
year, as tho law specified that collec- 
tion shall not go back of March 1, 
.1913. 
The estimated decrease in the 


total expenditures of the government 
for 1014, $5,000,000, is based on the 
fact that smaller expenditures are 
expected for the army and navy esti- 
mates." 


The balance of the total estimates, 


as given in the treasury estimates, is 
made up ot postal receipts, internal 
revenue receipts, tlie profits from pub- 
lic land sales, and other sources of 
federal income. 
Agricultural Products and Provisions. 


Cattle, sheep and other domestic an- 


imals suitable for use as food, wheat 
and wheat products and eggs, have 
been transferred to the free list. Re- 
ductions have been made on oats, but- 
ter, beets, frozen eggs, peas, 
green- 


house stock, zante currants, (choco- 
late and cocoa sweetened and extracts 
of meats from the rates provided 
by 


the nouse. The rates have been In- 
creased over those provided by 
the

The senate receded from 


the reduced rate placed on fiaxseed 
and its amendment placing a duty on 
bananas. The house classiScation on 
lemons and other citrus fruits is ac- 
cepted. 


Papers and Books.. 


The house rates have been reduced

Tho rates provided by the house 


for surface-coated papers suitable for

So -far as the taxable American Is 


concerned, the : income. tax' law is now 
practically in force against him. .While 
the- tariff law in which the law. Is em- 
bodied will not be. signed until nest 
-week, the first returns , do not have, to 
be made to the internal revenue col- 
lectors before March 1, 19.14. But when 
the returns' are made they will cov- 
/er the income of .citizen's .from March 


1, 1913, to December 31, and the first 
payment of .tax will be for 'money re- 
ceived during this period. 


Every single person (citizen or for- 


eign resident) whose annual -income, 
exceeds $3,000, and every married per- 
son with an income above $4,000, is 
expected to report his . or her 
re- 


ceipts in detail ^..to the. government 
.agents March 1 of each year. 


To Produce $82,000,000. 


The estimate completed 
indicates 


that the income tax will produce $82,- 
298,000 from the 425,000 persons taxed. 
To this will be added the $35.000,000 
or more produced by the present cor- 
poration tax, which is continued as 
part of the law. 


President Wilson,, the federal judges 


of the' Supreme court now holding of- 
fice and employes "of a state or any 
political subdivision thereof," are the 
only persons 
specifically 
exempted 


from the tax by the new law. 
The 


president and judges now 'in 
office 


were made exempt to escape any ques- 
tions of the constitutionality of the. 
law, and their successors in office will 
be compelled to pay the tax. 


First Burden Is' on Citizen. 


The general public is expected to 


give -close study to the. new law in 
the next few months, as the first bur- 
den of the tax payment rests with the 
Individual citizen, and his failure to 
report his income Is punishable by a 
fine. 
; 
It is admitted that when first re- 


turns are made many taxable persons 
probably will escape payments, but 
with 'each year the. government's lists' 
of persons with taxable incomes will 
be made more nearly complete. 


Methods of Collecting Tax. 


Two primary methods of collecting 


the tax are contained in the law. One 
is that the individual return made by- 
the citizen; the 'other the returns by' 
corporations and other employers who 
pay 
their 
employes' -taxes '"at the 


source." tinder the law as it will be 
signed by President Wilson next week, 
every large company employing labor 
will be compelled to report any regu- 
lar salaries it pays in excess of the' 
$3,000 figures, and will pay the taxes 
for its employes, and deduct the .tax 
from their pay envelopes^ 


This "payment at tlie" source" will 


apply to salaries, rents, interests, roy- 
alties, partnership profits and - some 
other sources of' 'Income, and persons 
receiving such incomes must be pre- 
pared to show that the money has 
paid its tax at its source. 


In figuring up his net income for 


tfie- taxpayer, tlie American business 
man, after deducting $3,000 for him- 
self, or ?4,000, if married, will have 
the right to claim the following' addi^- 
tibnal exemptions: 


'Necessary expense of carrying on 


business, not including personal, living 
or family expenses. 


Interest -paid out of indebtedness.

Must be Entire "Net Income"

The. provisions 
of the law requiring the tax to be 
withheld at the source does not take 
.effect until November 1...1913. 


"For the first year, tlie citizen will 


make return to the local internal reve- 
nue collector before March 1, 1914, 
as to his earnings froni'March 1/1913, 
to the end of this year. The collector 
will notify him June 1 liow mucli 
he: owes and the tax must be paid 
by .Tune 30. After next year the tax 
will apply on the full calendar year. 


.- "If tho Income of a person, is under 
?3,000/ or if the tax upon same ^is 
withheld for payment at the. source,, 
or if the same is -to be paid elsewhere 
in the United States, affidavit may be 
made to such fact and thereupon no 
return will be required! 


Covers Incomes of All Citizens. 


"The tax covers all incomes of citi- 


zens! of the United States, whether liv- 
ing here or abroad; those of foreign- 
ers living in the United States, and 
the net incomes from property owned 
or business .carried on in the United 
States by persons living "abroad. 


"The net income includes all- in- 


come from salaries or any compensa- 
tion for personal services; incomes 
from trades, professions, business, or 
commerce; from sale^s or dealings in 
personal property or, real estate; from 
interest, rent, dividends from securi- 
ties; for all busines's carried on for 
gain.

"Bequests will not be considered in- 


come, nor will life insurance paid to 
a beneficiary or returned to the in- 
sured person as a. 'paid up' or 'sur- 
rendered policy' be taxable. Interest 
on such property will be included as 
income, however. •

"The amount that may be deducted 


from a total Income includes the cost 
of carrying on business, actual losses, 
depreciation, allowances, and tax ex- 
empt or tax paid money. Living ex- 
penses cannot be deducted, nor can 
money spent for permanent improve- 
ments to property. 


Forms to Be Ready Soon. 


"The form that is to be filled out 


by ths taxpayer will be drawn up 
soon by the commissioner of internal 
revenue. 
The taxpayer will have to 


give his gross revenue and then speci- 
fy and claim the deductions to which 
he feels entitled. 
' "Unless a man's income tax is 'paid 
at the source' he must hunt up a tax 
blank, fill it out, and see that it finds 
its way to the proper federal' official 
in his district before March 1, 1914. 
' "Firms, corporations, and the like 
having the handling of interest, rents, 
salaries, or other portions of the in- 
come of any citizen are compelled to 
deduct the tax for the individual and 
pay it-to the government.

Into the Culebra Cut. 


BIG, DIKE IS TO BE REMOVED 


This Will Mark the Practical Comple- 


tion of the Big Waterway After 


Nine Years of Labor by an 


Army of Men. 


Colon. Panama, .Oct. 1.—The Pan- 


ama canal stands today- virtually com- 
plete. 
• 
• 
The preliminary "steps toward tne 


destruction of the Gamboa dike, which 
until the present time, has held the 
waters of Gatun lake out of the Cu- 
ebra cut, were- taken today when the 
valves in four 
great 26-inch 
pipes 


which pierce the dike were opened 
and the waters of 'the lake . began 
(lowing into the Culebra cut. 
Within 


a few days, it is expected, enough wa- 
ter- will have flowed into the cut to 
form a cushion and prevent the dam- 
age that might be done if the dike 
were blown up and the. waters allowed 
to rush into the empty cut. 


The final destruction of the bis dike 


is scheduled for October 
10, 
when 


charges of dynamite placed in holes 
already drilled in the dike will be ex- 
ploded. 
The 
explosion 
of 
these 


charges will not completely destroy 
the dike, but will weaken it and- loos- 
en the dirt so that the force of the 
waters from Gatuan lake will carry It 
away. Steam shovels will remove the 
remnants of the dike, leaving an open 
passageway from ocean to ocean. . 


Canal Really Complete Now. 


Although the canal will not be offi- 


cially declared completed for-, some 
time, and the formal opening of the 
waterway to the 
commerce 
of the 


world more than a year'distant, the 
canal engineers .look upon 
the 
de- 


structiOE of the Gamboa dike as mark- 
ing the real completion of the canal. 
The big engineering feats have all 
been 
accomplished, 
the 
excavation 


work practically has been completed, 
and the great locks have been' con- 
structed. 
The work that remains to 


be done is largely detail, and is but 
child's play as 
compared with that 


which has been done. More dirt 
is' 


to' be removed from the channel, but 
this will be done with suction dredges 
floating, upon the waters of the canal. 
There still 
remain 
some finishing 


touches to be placed upon the- locks, 
but this work will take comparatively 
little time.-and presents-no engineer- 
ing difficulties such as have been en- 
countered in the past. 


The fact that the canal stands prac- 


tically complete more than a year be- 
fore the time originally set 
as 
the 


date for its completion is one of the 
remarkable features . of 
the 
work. 


When Count de Lesseps, 
the great 


French engineer, abandoned his ef- 
forts lo build the Panama canal after 
eight years of labor, he had scarcely 
made "a beginning upon the gigantic 
task. In nine years, the American en- 
gineers, 'starting almost at the same 
point as de I.esseps, for the latter's 
work was of little value to the Amer- 
icans, have virtually completed 
the 


undertaking. 
When 
the 
work was 


started the world scoffed at the idea 
that it would be completed within the 
time limit set. but bats are now off 
to the American army engineers who 
have more than kept their word, de- 
spite unforseen difficulties that _have 
beset them at every hand.1

er portion of 
the big "ditch."

Col. D. D. Gnillard, the engineer of

credit for carrying this portion of the 
work through to a successful termina- 
tion. 
The disastrous 
slides 
in the cut 


were discouraging to the engineers, 
nullifying in a few hours the work of 
many" weeks, but Col. Gaillard and his 
assistants have kept 
untiringly 
at 


their work, and at last have conquer- 
ed the treacherous banks of the deep 
cut 
The engineers believe that tho 


danger of slides will be 
eliminated 


now that the water has been turned 
into the cut. 
A little more than a month ago the 


giant steam shovels finished 
their 


work in the Culebra cut. 
Since that 


time the workmen have bden busy 
removing the 
shovels, the 
railroad 


tracks and other machinery used in 
the excavation work. 
There is still 


some dirt to be removed from the cut 
before the channel Is finished, but 
this work will be done 
by 
suction 


dredges floating on the waters of tlio 
canal, and will not interfere with nav- 
igation of the waterway by ouch boats 
as may be allowed to pass through. 


Immense Artificial Lake Created. 
Gatun lake, the waters of which are 


now flowing into the Culebra cut, is 
the pivotal point about which the en- 
tire canal system revolves, and the 
creation of this lake, together with tlie 
construction of 
Gatun dam. 
consti- 


tuted another great engineering feat 
in the construction of the canal. Gat- 
un lake is an artificial body of water 
covering about 164 square miles of 
territory and was 
created 
by 
the 


building of the immense Gatun dam 
and the 'impounding of the wild wa- 
ters of Chagres river. 
Beneath the 


waters of Gatun lake lies what n few 
months ago was the valley of 
the 


Chagres, dotted with native villages 
and plantations. 
The channel of the 


canal passes through this lake for a 
distance of 24 miles with a width vary- 
ing from 
HOO to 1.000 feet. 


At the northern 
end of tho lake 


is the Gatun dam, which is in reality 
an- artificial ridge more than a mile 
and a half long. Figures alone give 
an adequate idea of the magnitude of 
this d--m. Nearly half a mile wide at 
its base, about 400 feet wide at the 
water surface, and 100 feet wide at 
the top. the dike which 
many 
en- 


gineers predicted would never with- 
stand the rush of the Chagres' wa- 
ters, is admitted now to be so strong 
that nothing short of an earthquake 
such as has never been known in the 
Central American region 
can 
harm 


it. The Gatun dam, Gatun lake and 
tlie Culebra cut, so gigantic arc the 
proportions of each, dwarf the other 
engineering works of'the canal that 
in themselves have challenged the ad- 
miration of the world.

the-'lndome taxpayers "must fix in'his 
mmd:

' Everybody with a net income of 
more than $3,000 a year, if single, and 
*$OOO a'year if'-married, is subject "to 
the tax. 


The-taxpayer must lile'a return with 


Internal revenue collector by March 1, 
O914, showing'all sources«of his In- 
come-and the deduction1 to which' ho- 
is entitled. 


All incomes are to b,e computed by 


the calendar year, but taxes for the 
'first* year will'be levied, o-n'ly from 
,March J, 1913, to December''31 next. 
\\''Notifications of assessments will be 
sent out by the' government before 
June 1 next.

Taxes must be paidvby June 30. 
Failure to file a return means , a 


fine Of from $2 to $1,000. 


A* fraudulent return makes the tax

occurred here at 11:20 o'clock Wednes- 
day night. 
The disturbance was ot 


.nearly a minute's duration. 


Houses, were rocked and the entire 


population was aroused. 


Thousands filled the streets and re- 


mained there iu fear of the collapse 
of their houses. 


The earthquake 
was the heaviest 


within memory. 
A second slighter 


shock occurred at 11:40 o'clock. 


"The Oatun locks" was on every- 


body's lips, but it was impossible to. 
learn whether any damage had been 
done there. 


Last Friday the first tug passed 


through the Gatun locks from the At- 
lantic to Gatun lake. 


The disturbance began with a Blow, 


oscillatory movement which gradually 
became more marked Houses ewayed, 
clocks stopped, arid articles of furni- 
ture were thrown to the floor. 


Many of the residents became half 


panic stricken and women rushed from 
the homes with children in their arms. 


So far no damage of any serious na- 


ture has been reported.

1SCOME TAX FACTS. 


Here are a few facts and dates that 


the Income taxpayers must fix In his 
mind: 


Everybody with a net income of 


mor* than {3,000 a year. If single, and 
$4.000 a year if married, is subject'to 
the tax. 


The taxpayer must lile a return with 


Internal revenue collector by March 1, 
1914, showing all sources of his in- 
come and the deduction to which he- 
is entitled. 


All incomes are to he computed by 


the calendar year, but taxes for the 
first year will be levied only from 
March 1, 1913, to December 31 next, 


v Notifications of assessments will be 
sent out by the government before 
June 1 next. 


Taxes must be paid-by June 30. 
Failure to file a return means a 


fine of from |2 to $1,000. 


A fraudulent return makes the tax 


payer liable to a fine of $2,000 or im- 
prisonment for a year, or both. 


The man whose income tax is with- 


held by his employer must file an affi- 
davit by Feb. 1 with the employed or 
the-internal revenue collector In claim- 
ing deductions. 


All holders of corporate bonds must 


file by the same date a statement In 
writng claiming exemptions from Uie 
tax if it is not to be deducted from in-

as the symbol of the crusade against 
tuberculosis, no effort was made to 
standardize the shape or proportions. 
With1 the,result that hundreds of dif- 
ferently formed emblems ..are now be- 
ing used in this country. After a year 
of study of the history and* artistic 
merits of all of the designs available, 
the National association has finally 
chosen one in which all' of the arms 
are pointed, the two cross-arms being 
of the same length.

INCOME .TAX TACTS. 


Here are a few facts and dates that 


the Income taxpayers must flx in his 
mind: 


Everybody with a net income of 


more than $3;000 a year, if single, and 
$4,000 a'year if -married, is subject\o 
the tax. 


The taxpayer must file a return with 


Internal revenue collector by March 1, 
•1914,: showing .all; sources of his In- 
come and the deduction to which he- 
is entitled. 


All. incomes are to he computed by 


the calendar year, but taxes for the 
first year, will be levied only from 
March 1, 1913, to December 31 next, 
^'Notifications of assessments will be 
sent out by the "government before 
June .1 next. 


Taxes must be paid^by June 30. 
Failure to file a return means a 


fine of from ?2 to $1,000. 


A' fraudulent return makes the tax 


payer liable to a fine of $2,000' or im- 
prisonment for a year, or both. 


The man whose income tax is with- 


held by his employer must file an affi- 
davit by Feb. 1 with the employed or 
the-internal revenue collector in claim- 
ing deductions. 


All holders of corporate bonds must 


file by the same date a statement in 
writng claiming exemptions from the 
tax if "it is not to be deducted from in- 
terest payments.—New York Sun.

SINGLE TAX. 


To the disciples of- Henry George it 


seems-as if that pioneer's views were 
not being accepted as readily as they 
ought to be, but to most others it looks 
as if they were traveling fast. 
Like 


many other creative thoughts, the cen- 
tral idea of Mr. George is influencing 
the world profoundly. 


Progress here and there is constant- 


ly observable. 
Sometimes it is in big 


changes, and sometimes it is in details, 
such as,, for instance, in the fact that 
Mr. Pastoriza, known in Houston, Tex., 
as a single-taxer, was elected tax com- 
missioner as a joke. He went a long 
way, however, toward putting hte ideas 
into effect, and met with such a reeep- 
tion^that .the practice is starting in 
many parts of Texas.1 Mr. Pastoriza is 
a person .of graphic ideas. He put up 
a sigh on two dismal looking vacant 
lots, stating that the lots cost him, in 
1903, $370, and that-he means to hold 
them until the increase, of population 
has made, them worth $5,000. 
"This 


profit I will get instead of the com- 
munity who created it, and who would 
have received it in betterments had we 
the single;tax. Read 'Progress and 
Poverty,' by Henry George." Hous- 
ton has halved the tax on buildings, 
and seems as well pleased with the re- 
sult as Vancouver is with the establish- 
ment of similar taxation ideas there. 
The heavy taxation of unearned incre- 
ment is a principle that is undeniably 
sound, and the slowness of its progress 
represents that conservatism of the 
human mind which makes it take a 
long time to move, even when motion 
is to its unmistakable advantage.— 
Harper's Weekly.

of tho people remember him.

bored a well this summer, went down 
27'/j feet, struck plenty of water but 
ns the storage room was not large 
enough for a sufficient supply, wo dug 
and ar. the depth of 8 Mi foot struck two 
veins of good water. Somo do not like 
It here on account of the rainy season. 
Of course U Is muddy at that timo but 
the old settlers do not mind It as all 
one has to do Is keep out of the rain 
and mud. We have quite a quantity 
of fruit put up for winter. 
We havo 


not paid over $1.50 for fruit since wo 
came here. 
All we have to do is go 


and pick R, and tho people do not like 
It if we do not go for It, and you know 
we are a peaceable people, ote. 


One thing I do -miss, and that is 


electricity.

The people here havo a habit of tak- 


ing a vacation after harvest, many 
spending it at tihe coast which Is 35 
miles distant. They live in tents twvd 
llsh, h u n t and collect curios and stay 
somet/mes three- or four weeks, I gel 
the Tribune every week, and the first 
thing I do is to sit down and read It. 
3 do so enjoy hearing from old friends. 


Wo have had but ono rainy day 


since f.he <lth of July. 
Still everything 


has grown well. The dews are heavy 
and there Is a moisture In the winds, 
We wore In atuold orchard from which 
the Dunaven'3 bought the fruit and 
some of the trees are so loaded with 
nice large apples that tho ILmbs arc 
.bent to the g-round. 
The orchard Is 


not cared for properly. The Duna 
ven's had (over a week ago) market- 
ed 36 crates of 134 quarts 
each 
or 


blackberries for which they received a 
good price. These were tho evergreen 
variety ami the largest, nicest, black- 
berries I ever saw. 
I must say I nev- 


er res.lized what good peaches and 
pears were until this summer,, I have 
had them ripened on the tree. 
We 


have a, little bungalow of three rooms 
'besides pantry, 
closets, store-room, 


front and back porches. 
From the 


front porch we can see Mt. Jefferson, a 
snow-capped peak of the Cascades, Wo 
have had no mosquitoes this summer. 
The yellow raspberry 
bushes 
from 


which I gathered and put up fruit in 
the first part of the season are now 
perfecting their second crop of ber- 
ries. 
The evergreen blackberry Is a 


bad borry to pick on account of tho 


/ 
large bushes and thorns. 
I have to 


pick thorna every time after picking 
berries. 


We have one fowl here, which 


very useful, and that Is the Vulture or 
Buzzard. 
We can see at times as 


many as 5 or G stilling around at ono 
time scenting out food. 
Nothing can 


lay around decaying and/polluting tho 
air here.

Beadle Is making a sled, for 


they do use sleds here In winter foi 
.hauling stuff on. although there Is no 
/snow sfor sledding, the ground Is very 
slippery In winter, If you do not be- 
lieve It, Just come .out and try to walk 
on some of the hll'ls.

not Ironed, merely wood runners, what 
would be called,a "pung" there.

Thin is the-flrst time In history' that 


the American 
seal 
catch has been 


marketed through American channels, 
and the action: of Socretry William C» 
Rfdlleld is regarded by the commercial 
orgarilmtlons and bureaus of com- 
merce with great favor; particularly as 
being significant of the activity of 'the 
Wllfion administration in paying close 
attention to' all manufacturing and 
trade Interests. 


Tho United 'States thus will dispose 


of several thousand raw soal skins con- 
stituting t h c y i u i a catch. And under 
the protecting laws-favoring tho In- 
crease of seals, the sale will Increase 
many Cold In tho corning few years. 


Tho next step will be the remov- 


al from London to 'St. Louis -of seal 
skin tanners and dyers, establishing 
In America a' great-new manufacturing 
Industry. 


Thus will a trade of great propor- 


tions be fostered. 
But more than this 


It will moan tho elimination of the 
present heavy duty now paid on dress- 
ed and dyed skins prepared In Eu- 
rope1; while the skins will bo dressed 
and clyod in America Just as well, If 
not bettor, according to the statement 
til' tho bost European dyers themselves. 


The economy thus effected by this 


homo Industry and by the absence of 
tho former heavy duty will eventually 
mean a saving of several hundred dol- 
lars a garment to milady in 'the pur- 
chase of the aristocrat of all furs. 


The Government furs, by the deci- 


sion of Secretary oH Commerce Red-, 
field will bo sold at public auction by 
Funs ten Bros. & Co. of St. Louis, who 
are eminently quail/led for the re- 
sponsibility, 


Tho first salo Is school tiled for so-me 


time In December, at which time the 
representatives of the great furriers 
of America and Europe will assemble 
at tho Funsten Fur Exchange where 
this wonderful collection of seal skins 
will bo sold to tho highest bidder. Phil- 
op B. Fouke and A. M. Ahorn of Fun- 
steri's will conduct the sale for the 
St, Louis, firm. 


The history of the seal Is ono of the 


most absorbing and romantic of all th'e 
groat American Industries, While the 
U. S. Govormont has produced won'der- 
t'tilly Interesting books on the subject, 
and which can bo had free of charge. 
the whole country will be Interested in 
u few facts bearing on tho seal history 
of North America, especially In tho 
light of tho rocent action of tho De- 
partment of ommeree, which stamps 
St. Louis as tho fur center of the 
world, 


The price paid to Russia for the 


whole of Alaska was $7, 000,000. The 
revenue from tho seal islands alone — 
rough, barren, forbidding spots that 
comprise but an Inflnltos'llmal area of 
the Alaska map, has boon $in,000,000 
— more than twice the sum paid for 
tho entire territory. 


This area co'mprlsos the 
Prlbllof 


Islands discovered In 178(1 by the Rus- 
sian Navigator whose name the Is- 
lands bear. It is the seat of the most 
Important fur soal colony in the world, 
Next In Importance is tho Commander 
herd owned by Russia, while the Kuril 
horcl ownocl by Japan comos 
third, 


During tho first year of Uncle Sam's 
possession, the catch was about two 
hundred to 300,000 seals, but tho herd 
has diminished so considerably that as 
a result laws havo been enacted by 
which tho herds will be conserved and 
future, catches Increased. 


This great diminution of the herds 


has boon the result of pelagic sealing 
— the killing of seals In tho open sea, 
Whole fleets would sometimes lay off 
the soal Islands while their crows kill- 
ed the female seals which swam out 
to sea seeking food. 


At sea tho sexes cannot be 
dls- 


tjngulshocl and tho females predomin- 
ating tho pelagic catch Is t made up 
largely of this class, the percentage 
being from 
8fJ to 90 par .cent of. fe- 


males. 
Tho death of a female soal 


was not the only evil. 
She was out 


seeking food for her pup which she 
had left on shore, so that her death 
meant also tho death of tho young one, 


The United States, Russia, Japan, 


and Great Britain have maclo a pact 
which stipulates that no longer shall 
tho fur soa I be killed on the high seas, 


Tho soal is a polygamlst. The larger 


arid stronger males havo harems, rang- 
ing from 20 to -1C In number according 
to the fighting strength of tho "King 
of the Harem."

ket value, 


Nearly two years ago Congress made 


a law stopping tho killing of. seals 
entirely on U. S, Islands, for five years, 
except seals needed for food by na- 
tives on tho, islands. While from tho 
usual standpoint of game-preservation 
this seemed a good thing, zoologists 
and experts on seal life arc not In fa- 
vor of It. They say that the ruling re- 
garding the preservation of deer or 
grouse dobs not apply to the seal. They 
claim that if the -number .of male seals 
Is not kept down they will continue to 
tight and kill each other, and th'o pups 
and females of the harem -as well- 
that only a small percentage of malo 
-seals Is needed to Increase the Jierd, 
But besides this If the killing is clos- 
ed for five years 'thousands of skins 
will b'e lost because a skin older than 
four years and a half Is worthless. 
Scientific men say that killing rightly 
governed, twlth none on the open sea, 
will mean a quick growth of the herd, 


However Congress deckled tho other 


way, 
and closed tho season for five 


years. The skins of the several thou- 
sand seals killed under the law as 
food for natives are not to be sent to 
London as formerly. Secretary Red- 
field has ordered otherwise. 
After a 


thorough Investigation he has ordered 
that*tlje entire quantity be sold in the 
United ^States.

rector of the Office of Public Koads of 
this Department, Logan Waller Page, 
has announced that the time in which 
children may submit essays on the re- 
pair and maintenance of earth roads, 
in competition for the gold medal and 
the two silver medals, has been ex- 
tended to March 2, 1914. 


The conditions for the essay con- 


test are as follows:

The two halves of the log are set three 
feet apart with their smooth faces for- 
ward and upright 
They are fasten- 


ed together with braces. 
A pair of 


horses are hitched to a chain fastened 
to the front haid of the log. Should 
these logs be drawn straight down the 
road, or should it be dragged at a 
slant so that a little of the loose earth 
will slide toward the center of the 
road? Should the dragging be start- 
ed next to the ditch, or at the center 
of the rond? 
Should you drag the 


whole road in one way, or drag each 
half of it in an opposite direction? 
Should the dragging be done when the 
road is dry, or after it has rained? A 
good strong pair of horses with a well 
built drag can drag about three or 
four miles of road in a day. 
What 


would it cost a farmer to drag four 
miles of road? How would he be re- 
paid for the cost of his labor?

You are to think about the answers 
and ask people for information and 
watch people actually .working on

All went 
well as Ions as they were in the ditch, 
jut according- to the writer, they found 
the creek too swift and turbulent, and 
with bridges too low, for safe naviga- 
tion. They therefore pulled their boat 
out of the water near Kellner and 
hired a farmer to transport it to the 
Wisconsin river opposite 
Nekoosa, 


From there they floated down the riv- 
er to Nccedah. 


According to the writer Ten Mile 


Creek is about seventeen miles long 
apd they had only made from three to 
four miles of this distance after leav- 
ng the drainage ditch, when they were 
obliged to haul their boat out of the 
water.—Plainfleld Sun. 


Since it has been proven that these 


ditches are navigable it would be no 
more than right to petition congress 
i'or an appropriation of half a million 
or so for their improvement. 
This 


s no more than has been done in other 
places where the demand was no more 
urgent.

WANT THE EMBLEM UNIFORM 


AMocittlen That U Fighting Tubcrei* 


toil* Gives Exact Proportion* of 


lt> Doubt* Red Croci. 


A special committee of the National 


Association for the Study and Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis, of which Dr. 
Henry Barton Jacobs ol Baltimore IB 
chairman, has just announced the ex- 
act proportions ol the double red 
cross, the International tuberculosis ! 
emblem, which have been adopted for j 
use in the United States. Every or- , 
gauization or institution dealing with 
tuberculosis will be urged to use tho 
emblem in its correct proportions. Al- 
though the double red cross was adopt- 
ed for use iu the United States in 190C 
as the symbol of the crusade against 
tuberculosis, no effort was made to 
standardize the shape or proportions, 
with the result that hundreds of dif- 
ferently formed emblems are now be 
ing used In this country. Alter u year 
of study of the history and artistic 
merits of all of the designs available, 
the National association, has finally 
chosen one in which all of the arms 
are pointed, the two cross-arms being 
of the same length. The width of the 
cross is taken as the unit in determin- 
ing the proportions. 
The length of 


the lower left is sevun units, the arms 
are three units on either side, the 
point above tho arms two and one-half 
units and the distanca between the 
arms one and one-half units. These 
measurements hold good for any si'ie.

emblem, which have been adopted for j ca], , l t- thut because we 
use in the United States. Every or'J mak ) 5t so!" 
ganlzation or institution dealing with 
tuberculosis will be urged to use the 
emblem in Its correct proportions. Al- 
though the double red cross was adopt- 
ed for use in the United States in 190C 
as the symbol of the crusade against 
tuberculosis, no effort was made to 
standardize the shape or proportions, 
with the result that hundreds of dif- 
ferently formed emblems are now be- 
ing used in this country. Alter a year 
of study of the history and artistic 
merits of all of the designs available, 
the National association has finally 
chosen one in which all of the arms 
are pointed, the two cross-arms being 
of tbe same length. The width of the 
cross is taken as-the unit in determin- 
ing the proportions. 
The length of 


the lower left is seven units, the arms 
are three units on either side, the 
point above the arms two and one-half 
units and the distance between tlie 
arms one and one-half units. 
These 


measurements hold good for any slice.

States

world. 


That is, to change the sale of all 


the Government catch of seal skins, 
foxes and other Alaska furs, fron Lon- 
don to St. Louis. 


This is the first time in history that 


the 
American seal 
catch has been 


marketed through American channels, 
and the action of See-retry William C. 
Hedtleld is regarded by the commercial 
organizations and 
bureaus of com- 


meice with great favor; particularly as 
being significant of the activity of the 
Wilson administration In paying close 
attention to all manufacturing and 
tiude interests. 


The I'nitecl States thus will dispose 


of several thousand raw seal skins con- 
stituting the 11*13 catch. And under 
the protecting laws favoring the in- 
crease of seals, the sale will increase 
many fold in the corning few years. 


The next step will be the remov- 


al from London to St. Louis of seal 
skin tanners and dyers, establishing 
in America a great new manufacturing 
industry. 


Thus will a trade of great propor- 


tions be fostered. 
But more than this 


it will mean the elimination of the 
present hea\y duly now paid on dress- 
ed and dyed skins prepared in Eu- 
rope, while the skins will be dressed 
and dyed in America just as well, if 
not better, according to the statement 
of the best European dyers themselve 


The economy thus effected by this 


home industry and by the absence of 
the former heavy duty will eventually 
mean a sax ing of several hundred dol- 
lars a gaiim-nt to milady in the pur- 
chase of the aristocrat of all furs. 


The Government furs, by the deci- 


sion of Secretary of Commerce Ked- 
lield will be sold at public auction by 
Funsten Bros. & Co. of St. Louis, who 
are eminently qualified for the re- 
sponsibility. 


The lirst sale is scheduled for some 


time in December, at which time tin- 
representatives of the great furriers 
of America and Europe will assemble 
at the Funsten Fur Exchange where 
this wonderful collection of seal skins 
w i l l be sold to the highest bidder. Phil- 
op B. Fuuke and A. M. Ahern ot Fun- 
sten s will conduct the sale for the 
St. Louis firm. 


The history of the seal is one of the 


most absorbing and romantic of all 11 
gi eat American industries. While the 
U. S. Goverment has produced wonder- 
f u l l y interesting books on the subject, 
,iml which can be h;id flee of charge, 
the whole country will be interested in 
a lew facts bearing on the seal history 
of North America, especially in the 
lr;ht ot the recent action of the De- 
partment ot ommerce, which stamps 
St. Louis asi the fur center of the 
world. 


The price paid to Russia for the 


whole of Alaska was $7,000,000. The 
revenue from the seal islands alone— 
rough, barren, forbidding spots that 
comprise but an infinitestnnal area of 
(he Alaska map, has been $15,000,000 
—more than twice the sum paid for 
the entire territory. 


This area comprises (he 
Pribilof 


Islands discovered in 17SC by the Rus- 
MHII Navigator whose name the is- 
laiuls bear. 
It is the sent of the most 


important fur seal colony in the world. 
N'ext in importance is the Commander 
herd owned by llii.ssia, while the Kuril 
herd owned by Japan comes 
third. 


During the first year of L'ncle Sam's 
possession, the catch was about two 
hundred to 300,000 seals, but the herd 
has diminished .so considerably that us 
a result laws have been enacted by 
nhich the herds will be conserved anil 
future catches increased. 


This great diminution of the herds 


has been the result of pelagic sealing 
—the killing of seals in the open sea. 
Whole fleets would sometimes lay off 
the .seal islands while their crews kill- 
ed the female seals which swam out 
to sea seeking food. 


At sea the sexes cannot be 
dis- 


tinguished and tho females predomin- 
ating the pelagic catch is made up 
lai'uely of this class, the percentage 
being fiom 
Sf> to 
Sir, per cent of fe- 


males. 
The death of a female seal 


was not the only evil. 
She was out 


seeking food for her pup which she 
had left on shore, so that her death 
meant also the death of the young one. 


The I'nited States, Russia, Japan, 


and Great Britain have made a pact 
which stipulates that no longer shall 
the Mir >e:il be killed on the high seas. 


The seal is a polygamist. The larger 


and stronger males have harems, rang- 
ing from JO to 10 in number according 
to the lighting strength of the "King 
of the Harem." 
One bull has been 


known to have 200 cows in his harem. 


Naturally there i.s a large surplus ol 


matelehs males whose one object in 
life is to get a harem of their own, 
entailing 
continuous 
warfare 
and 


blood-shed in which often the female 
i.s torn to pieces or manned in the 
struggle for ownership. 
To kill off 


a goodly number of those disturbing 
bachelors of the herd i.s therefore ne- 
cessary—riot only for the good of the 
herd itself but also for the good of the 
skins, for naturally a mutilated skin 
or an old one has but very little mar- 
ket value. 


Xeai ly two yeais, ago Congress made 


a law slopping the killing of 
seals 


entirely on r S. Islands, for five years, 
except seals needed for food by na- 
tives on the islands. 
While from the 


usual standpoint of game-preservation 
this seemed a good thing, zoologists 
and experts on seal life are not in fa- 
voi of it. They say that the ruling re-' 
garding the preservation of deer or 
grouse does not apply to the seal. They 
claim that if the number of male seals 
is not kept clown they will continue to 
fight and kill each other, and the pups 
and females of the harem as well— 
that only a small percentage of male 
seals is needed to increase the herd. 
But besides this if the killing is clos- 
ed for five years thousands of skins 
will be lost because a skin older than 
four years and a half is worthless. 
Scientific men say that killing rightly 
governed, with none on ttie open sea, 
will mean a quick growth of the herd. 


Ilowei er Congress decided the other 


way, and closed the season for five 
years. The skins of the several thou- 
sand seals killed under the law as 
food for natives are not to be sent to 
London as formerly. Secretary Red- 
field has ordered otherwise. 
After a 


thorough investigation he has ordered 
that"'the.entire quantity be sold in the 
United suites.

PREVENTING TYPHOID. 


People living in, or visiting com- 


munities with uncertain supplies of 
drinking water have an almost certain 
preventive of typhoid fever In vaccK 
nation. 
Over 3,500 men In the navy 


have been treated without unfavorable 
symptoms. _ Not a single one lias since 
had typhoid. 
Nurses and physicians 


brought in contact with the disease 
receive protection hitherto 
impossi- 


ble. 


Many cities having contaminated 


water supplies now treat the water 
with hypochlorites. An ingenious me- 
thod was demonstrated at the recent 
meeting of the American Public Health 
association by means of which an In- 
dividual may thus treat a single glass 
of water. Small gloafe tubes containing 
the right amount of the disinfecting 
powder to render a gloss of water safe 
can easily be carried in the pocket. 


By boiling water in the home, it is 


not difficult to render it safevfrom ty- 
phoid and other intestinal water-born 
diseases. 
A large covered pail kept 


for 
this 
purpose 
makes 
cooling 


economical of time and ice. Uncertain 
milk should be pasteurized by heal- 
ing to 167 degrees Fahrenheit for 20 
minutes. 


Typhoid is a disease which can be 


entirely wiped out in a few months, 
if the means at hand for so doing are 
employed. 
In Wisconsin alone, this 


would mean, on the average of the last 
four years, a yearly saving of 3G7 
Jives. 
For every death from typhoid 


there are on an average of from 5 to 
8 sick with the disease. 
In some 


epidemics, the chance of life or death 
amongst the older patients si evenly 
balanced. This gives an indication of 
how important is prevention. 


The disease is most prevalent in the 


autumn months. 
It behooves e\ery 


adult citizen at this season to exhaust 
every means to avoid all recognized 
possibiltlos of infection.

don to St. Louis. 


This is the first time in history that 


the 
American 
seal 
catch has been 


marketed through American channels, 
anil the action of Seeretry William C. 
Kedtield is regarded by the commercial 
organizations and bureaus of com- 
merce with great favor; particularly as 
being significant of the activity of'the 
Wilson administration in paying-close 
attention to' ail manufacturing and 
trade Interests. '

The United States thus will dispose 


of several thousand raw seal skins con- 
stituting the. I!t13 catch. And under 
the- protecting laws favoring the in- 
crease of seals, the sale will increase 
many fold in the coming- few years. 


The next step will be the remov- 


al from London to St.. Louis rof seal 
skin tanners and dyers, establishing 
in America a great-new manufacturing 
industry. 


Thus will a trade of great propor- 


tions be fostered. 
But more than this 


it will mean the elimination of the 
present heavy duty.now paid on dress- 
ed and dyed skins prepared in Eu- 
rope1; while the skins will be dressed 
and dyed in America Just as well, 1C 
not butter, according- to the statement 
of the best European dyers themselves. 


The economy thus effected by this 


home industry and by the absence of 
the former heavy duty -will eventually 
mean a saving of several hundred dol- 
lars a garment to milady In the pur- 
chase of the aristocrat of all furs. 


The Government furs, by the deci- 


sion of Secretary of Commerce 
Red- 


Held will be sold at public auction by

Fouke and A. M. Ahern of Fun- 
sten's will conduct the sale for the 
St. Louis firm. 


The history of the sea! Is one of the 


most absorbing and romantic of all th'e 
great American industries. While the 
U. S. CfOverment has produced wonder- 
fully interesting books on the subject, 
:i.nd which can be had free of charge, 
tho whole country will be interested in 
a IKVT facts bearing on the seal history 
of North America, especially in the 
light of the recent action of the De- 
partment of ommerce, which stamps 
St. Luuis as the fur center of the 
world. 


The- price paid to Russia for the 


whole c.f Alaska was $7,000,000. The 
revenue from the seal islands alone— 
rough, barren, forbidding spots that 
comprise but an inflnites'timal area of 
the Alaska map, has been $15,000,000 
—more than twice the sum paid for 
the. entire territory. 


This area comprises the 
Pribilof 


tsiands discovered in 178U by the Rus- 
sian Navigator whose name the is- 
lands bear. It is the seat of the most 
important fur seal colony in the world. 
Next in importance is the Commander 
herd owned by 'Russia, while the Kuril 
hurcl owned by Japan cornes 
third. 


During the first year of Uncle Sam' 
possession, the catch was about two 
hundred to 300,000 seals, but the herd 
has diminished so considerably that as 
a result laws have been enacted by 
which the herds will be conserved and 
future catches increased. 


This great diminution of the herds 


has been the result of pelagic sealing 
—-tho killing of seals in the open sea. 
Whole Meets would sometimes lay off 
the seal islands while their crews kill- 
ed the female seals which swam out 
to sea seeking food. 


At sea the sexes cannot be 
dis- 


tinguished and the females predomin- 
ating the pelagic catch Is. made up 
largely of this class, the percentage 
being from 85 to 05 per .cent of fe- 
mab;s. 
The' death of a female seal 


SVOM not. the only evil. 
She was 
out 


seeking food for her pup which she 
had left on shore, so that her death 
meant also tho death of the young one. 


The United States, Russia, Japan, 


and Clreat Britain have made a pact 
which stipulates that no longer shall 
the fur seal be killed on the high seas. 


The seal is a polygamist. The larger 


and stronger males have harems, rang- 
ing from 20 to 40 in number according 
to tho fighting; strength of the "King 
of the Harem." 
One bull '.has been 


known to 'have U O O cows in his harem. 


Naturally there is a large surplus of 


mateluss males whose one object in 
life is to get a harem of their own, 
entailing ' continuous 
warfare 
and 


blood-shed In which often the female 
is torn to pieces or maimed in the 
struggle for ownership. 
To kill off 


a goodly number of these disturbing 
bachelors of the herd is therefore ne- 
cessary—not only for the good of the 
herd itself but also for the good of the 
skins, for naturally a mutilated skin 
or an old one has but very little 
mar- 


ket value. 


Nearly two years ago Congress made 


a law stopping the killing of 
seals 


entirely on LT. S. Islands, for five years, 
except seals needed for food by na- 
tives on the islands. While from the 
usual standpoint of game-preservation 
this seemed a good thing, zoologists 
and experts on seal life are not in fa- 
vor of it. They say that the ruling- re- 
garding- the preservation of deer or 
grouse does not apply to the seal. They 
claim that if the-number .of male seals 
is not kept down they will continue to 
fight and kill each other, and the pups 
and females of the harem as well— 
that only a small percentage of male 
-seals is needed to increase the nerd. 
But besides this if the killing is clos- 
ed for five years-thousands of skins 
will be lost because a skin older than 
four years and a half is' worthless. 
Scientific men say that killing rightly 
governed, .with none on the open sea, 
will mean a quick growth of the herd. 


However Congress decided the other 


way, and closed the season for five 
years. The skins of the several thou- 
sand seals killed under the law as 
food for natives are not to be sent to 
London as formerly.

Red- 


field has ordered otherwise. 
After a 


thorough investigation he has ordered 
thaf'ttie entire quantity be sold in the 
United ""States.

PKEVBXTtXG TYPHOID. 


People living: in, or visiting 
com- 


munities with uncertain supplies of 
drinking Water have an almost certain 
preventive of typhoid fever in" vacci- 
nation. Over 3,500 men in the navy 
have been treated without unfavorable 
symptoms. Not a single one "has since 
had-typhoid. Nurses and^ physicians 
brought in contact with the 'disease 
receive protection hitherto impossi- 
ble.Many cities having contaminated 
water supplies now treat the water 
with hvpochlorites. An ingenious me- 
thod was demonstrated at the recent 
meeting of the American Public Health 
association by means of which an in- 
dividual may thus treat a, single glass 
of water. Small glaafe tubes containing 
the right amount of the disinfecting 
powder to render a glass of water safe 
can easily be carried in the pocket. 


By boiling- water in the home, it is 


not difficult to render it safe'from ty- 
phoid and other intestinal water-born 
diseases. 
A large covered pail kept 


for 
this 
purpose 
makes 
cooling 


economical of time and ice. 
Uncertain 


milk should be pasteurized by heat- 
ing'to 107 degrees Fahrenheit for 20 
minutes. 


Typhoid is a disease which can be 


entirely wiped out in a few months, 
if the means at hand for so doing are 
employed. 
In Wisconsin alone, this 


would mean, on the average of the last 
four years, a yearly saving of 3G7 
.lives. 
For every death from typhoid 


there are on an average-of from 5 to 
8, sick with the .disease. 
In some 


epidemics, the chance of life or-death 
amongst the older patients si evenly 
balanced. This gives an indication of 
how important is prevention. 


The disease is most prevalent in the 


autumn months. 
It behooves every 


adult citizen at this season to exhaust 
every means to avoid ail recognized 
possibilties of infection.

The meat of the bear is consid- 
(ered a delicacy, and the purchasers 
had little trouble in disposing of it.—
